How 
much of a war fear is actually felt in of­ 
ficial circles will provide the answer. 
After the recent income tax payment 
date one of the strong business men of the 
nation who had climbed to the top in his in­ 
dustry after a start in a lowly position, ex­ 
pressed public sentiment this way: 
“Such generous portions of corporation 
and individual earnings are being siphoned 
off m taxes that sources of capital for free 
enterprise are running dry. 
This was saying in terms of big business 
what every person can re-state in terms of 
his own pay check: There is very I it! ie left 
over after paying food, shelter and clothing 
costs. This means stymied personal and 
family progress as represented in 
such 
things as savings, 
recreation or education 
funds. 
The average voter wants some help with 
his budget. He sees reduction of income 
taxes as one tangible step toward such re­ 
lief. If it lasts but a year or two, at least he
